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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Services  and  Welfare  Gommittee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  % 

During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1950,  a small  outbreak  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  occurred  in  the  Deiniolen  Area*  A few  scattered  cases  were  reported 
in  other  areas.  Details  of  the  cases  are  given  on  page  21  . As  the  Health  Department 
by  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  continues  to  organise  the 
orthopaedic  service,  there  was  no  delay  in  obtaining  treatment  for  those  who 
needed  it  afoer  discharge  from  hospital.  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  responsible 
for  the  cases  in  hospital  also  attends  the  Orthopaedic  Survey  Clinics  and  is, 
therefore,  able  to  direct  and  control  treatment  throughout  with  the  closest 
co-operation  from  and  co-ordination  by  the  Health  Department.  In  outbreaks  of 
this  nature,  I find  my  membership  of  the  Hospital  Management  Gommittee  invaluable 
in  short  circuiting  any  potential  delays  that  may  arise  in  arranging  for  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  cases.  Memoership  of  the  Committee  enables  me  also 
to  take  an  active  part  in  initiating  and  developing  hospital  services  in  other 
directions  for  the  benefit  of  school  children. 

During  1950  not  one  child  was  reported  to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria. 

As  the  danger  of  diphtheria  is  receding,  so  it  becomes  more  difficult  to 
persuade  some  careless  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised.  To  paraphrase, 

I might  say  that  "The  price  of  safety  is  eternal  action"  and  that  we  must  not 
"rust  on  our  laurels". 

There  is  nothing  static  about  the  enemies  that  beset  mankind;  they  are 
always  changing  their  form  and  method  of  attack.  Indeed,  one  may  philosophically 
regard  them  as  having  as  much  right  of  survival  as  man  himself.  All  bacteria 
are  living  organisms.  If  they  cannot  survive  in  one  form  because  man  attacks  them 
with  newly  discovered  drugs,  and  conditions  his  body  to  withstand  their  onslaught 
beforehand  by  immunisation,  it  is  natural  for  them  to  change  their  constititution 
and  perhaps  their  actual  form.

Various  types  of  virus  diseases  are  becoming  increasingly  common  and  it 
is  not  beyond  the  bounds  of  speculation  nor  reality,  that  some  viruses  are 
the  evolutionary  progeny  of  the  simpler  and  more  easily  recognisable  bacteria. 

I endeavour  often  to  meet  parents  in  clinics  with  their  children  and  it  is 
always  a source  of  pleasure  and  indeed  pride  to  realise  how  the  vast  majority  of  \ 
parents  accept  so  readily  all  the  various  provisions  made  for  maintaining  and 
improving  their  children's  health  by  the  Committee.  In  so  many  instances,  I 
notice  with  wonder  and  humility  the  successful  efforts  of  mothers  to  clothe  and 
care  for  their  children, often  on  a small  weekly  wage. 

To  Dr.  Gwyn  Griffith  and  his  staff  at  the  County  Hospital,  we  owe  a 
continuing  debt  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  advice  in  connection  with  the 
numerous  children  we  refer  to  his  clinics.  The  other  consultants  - Eye; 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Orthopaedic;  Skin;  Plastic  Surgery;  Chest  - give  us 
invaluable  assistance  and  I feel  they  also  rea.lise  that  we  are  one  team  with  but 
one  goal.

Teachers  throughout  the  county  are  our  staunch  allies,  and  I again  record 
with  gratitude  their  unfailing  interest  and  help  in  the  maintenance  -and  develop- 
ment of  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  Director  of  Education  and  his  Staff  are  always  eager  to  interest 
themselves  in  the  various  aspects  of  the  service  and  I derive  much  consolation 
from  the  Director's  personal  attraction  to  many  sections  of  the  service. 


All  members  of  my  staff  - medical,  dental,  nursing,  auxiliary  and 
clerical,  work  diligently  and  it  is  my  constant  endeavour  to  show  them  how 
to  gain  new  knowledge  and  experience  so  that  they  may  realise  that  inward 
satisfaction  which  can  only  arise  from  doing  something  really  worth  while 
and  doing  it  well. 

I again  place  on  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  this  Committee,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Education 
Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  throughout  the  years  - nearly 
twenty! ! I have  served  in  this  county.

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SCHOOL  MEDIC RL  INSPECTIONS 

School  children  have  been  examined  in  accordance  with  the  Handicapped 
Pupils  and  School  Health  Service  Regulations,  1945*  The  periods  specified 
in  the  Regulations  for  these  inspections  are:- 

(a)  Children  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  a maintained  school  - 

as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  admission. 

(b)  Children  attending  maintained  Primary  Schools  - 

during  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  schools. 

(c)  Children  attending  maintained  Secondary  Schools  - 

during  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  such  schools. 

(d)  Children  attending  maintained  schools  or  County  Colleges  - 

from  time  to  time  as  the  Minister  may  direct. 

In  addition  all  children  in  schools  under  5 years  of  age  are 
inspected  annually;  all  children  found  to  -be  suffering  from  defects  are 
re-inspected  annually,  and  special  cases  are  examined  at  the  request  of 
headteachers  and  health  visitors  at  schools  and  clinics. 
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CONDITIONS  FOUND  aT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 


UNCLEAN LINE33:  Inspections  for  cleanliness  by  school  nurses  -vnounted  to 

70522.  Of  those  inspected,  1039  (5»7^  of  the  school  population)  were  found 
to  be  unclean.  Action  was  taken  in  accordance  with  Section  54(2)  of  the 
Education  Act,  1944,  and  170  Cleansing  Notices  were  served  during  the 
year. 

DEFECTS  OF  THE  NOSE  AND  THROAT:  Of  the  11846  children  examined  during  the 

year  353  (2.98/c)  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

ERRORS  OF  REFRACTION  (INCLUDING  SQUINT).  The  total  number of  children 
found  to  require  treatment  was  708  (or  5*97/1  of  those  examine*),  an 
additional  136  children  (1.14/b)  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  squint. 

DEFECTIVE  HEARING  AND  EAR  DISEASE;  Fifty-three  children  were  found  to 
require  treatment  for  defects  of  the  ears  during  the  year,  equivalent  to 
0*  ±4^>  of  the  children  examined. 

TUBERCULOSIS;  School  children  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
during  1950  are  shown  in  this  Table;

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M.SS  iilDIOGR.^  HY  SURVEY : 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  again 
visited  the  County  during  February  and  March,  1950,  and  surveyed  school 
children  who  had  attained  the  age  of  fourteen.  similar  survey  of  school 
children  was  made  in  October  and  November,  1948. 

The  Unit  visited  Portmadoc,  Pwllheli,  renygroes,  Caernarvon,  Bangor, 
Llandudno  and  Bethesda  and  a total  of  2681  children  were  examined  at  these 
Centres.  Unfortunately,  the  visit  of  the  Unit  to  Aslgarrog  coincided  with 
the  school  holidays,  and  although  the  parents  were  invited  to  send  their 
children  for  examination  during  the  sessions  allocated  to  the  general 
population,  very  few  attended. 

A miniature  film  was  developed  and  subsequently  examined  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  Unit.  If  any  abnormality  was  detected  the 
particular 'pupil  attended  again  so  that  a large  sized  film  could  be  taken. 
Forty-two  children  attended  subsequently  but  two  failed  to  attend. 

All  the  children  at  the  Blodwel  Home,  Llandudno  Junction,  irrespective 
of  age,  re  examined  by  the  Unit  at  Llandudno. 

Seventeen  children  were  subsequently  referred  to  the  Chest  physician. 
Evidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  found  in  one  child.  This  child  had 
already  been  notified  previously  and  had  received  treatment.  At  the  time 
of  the  Survey,  the  child  was  fit  to  attend  school.  Seven  of  the  remaining 
children  were  kept  under  observation  by  the  Chest  Physician  and  will  be 
seen  periodically*  Eight  were  found  to  be  normal.  The  parent  of  one  child 
refused  to  attend,  but  the  child  will  be  observed  regularly  in  school. 
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Notes  of  defects  found  Xvrere  entered  on  the  children's  medical 
inspection  schedules  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officers  and  School  Nurses  at  future  visits  to  schools. 
General  Practitioners  have  been  informed  of  any  bnormal  findings  and 
the  children  are  specially  observed  in  school. 

Other  physical  defects  were  reported  and  several  of  these  children 
were  already  under  observation  or  receiving  treatment  under  the  School 
Health  Services.  .The  remaining  children  were  referred  to  Specialists 
for  further  examination  and  treatment.

H.J'IDIC^PED  PUPILS:  Section  34  of  the  Education  .Lc.t,  1944  places  upon  the 
Local  Education  .authority  the  duty  of  ascertaining  which  children  in  its 
area  require  special  educational  treatment  and  of  providing  such  treatment 
to  the  children  concerned. 

The  categories  of  children  who  are  deemed  to  require  special 
educational  treatment,  and  defined  in  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School 
Health  Service  Regulations,  1945,  are  given  below: 
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(a)  Blind  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  have  no  sight  or  whose  sight 
is  or  is  likely  to  become  so  defective-  that  they  require  education 
by  methods  not  involving  the  use  of  sight. 

(b)  Partially  Sighted  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  by  reason  of 
defective  vision  cannot  follow  the  ordinary  curriculum  without 
detriment  to  their  sight  or  to  their  educational  development,  but 
can  be  educated  by  special  methods  involving  the  use  of  sight. 

(c)  Deaf  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  have  no  hearing  or  whose 

hearing  is  so  defective  that  they  require  education  by  methods  used 
"01  pupils  without  naturally  acquired  speech  or  language. 

(«l)  Partially  Deaf  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  whose  hearing  is  so 

defect iv.-  vhat  they  require  for  Their  education  special  arrangements 
or  facilities  but  not  all  the  educational  methods  used  for  deaf 

pupils. 

(e)  Delicate  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  by  reason  of  impaired 
physical  condition  cannot,  without  risk  to  their  health,  be  educated 
under  the  normal  regime  of  an  ordinary  school. 

(f)  Diabetic  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  suffering  from  diabetes  who 
cannot  obtain  the  treatment  they  need  while  living  at  home  and  require 
residential  care. 

(g)  xV.ucationally  3ub-Normal  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  by  reason 
of  limited  ability  or  other  conditions  resulting  in  educational 
retardation,  require  some  specialised  form  of  education  wholly  or 
partly  in  substitution  for  the  education  normally  given  in  ordinary 

schools. 

(h)  Boileptic  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  by  reason  of  epilepsy 
cannot  be  educated  in  an  ordinary  school  without  detriment* to  the 
interests  of  themselves  or  other  pupils  and  require  education  in  a 
Special  School. 

(i)  i-i i j-aCij usted  Pupixs,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  show  evidence  of 
emotional  instability  or  psychological  disturbance  and  require  spepial 
educational  treatment  in  orde~  to  effect  their  personal,  social,  or 
educat ional  readj  ustment . 

(j  ) Physically  Handicapped  Pupils,  that  is  to  say  pupils,  not  being  pupils 
suffering  solely  irom  a defect  of  sight  or  hearing,  who  by  reason  of 
disease  or  crippling  defect  cannot  be  satisfactorily  educated  in  an 
ordinary  school  or  cannot  be  educated  in  such  a school  without 
detriment  to  tneir  health  or  educational  development. 

(k)  i upils  suffering  from  Speech  Defect,  that  is  to  say  pupils  who  on 
account  of  stammering,  aphasia,  or  defect  of  voice  or  articulation 
not  due  to  deafness,  require  special  educational  treatment. 

The  special  methods  of  education  for  children  in  each  of  these 
categories  are  also  defined  in  the  same  Regulations. 

In  order  to  secure  complete  and  up-to-date  particulars  of  all 
children  in  the  countjr  who  come  within  one  of  the  prescribed  categories, 

I cj.isidered  it  necessary  to  make  a new  survey  of  children  between  two 
and  sixteen  years  of  ago.  This  survey  was  .commenced  in  January  1950, 
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Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  vacancies  for 
children  in  the  various  categories  at  suitable  special  schools  because  of  the 
acute  shortage  of  schools  in  the  country  and  the  long  waiting  lists  for 
admission  to  existing  schools. 

The  new  school  for  Educationally  Sub-normal  Children  was  opened  by  the 
Education  Committee  at  Treborth  Hall  in  October,  1950.  This  school  will 
accommodate  60  children.  Another  special  school  for  Deaf  and  Partially  Deaf 
Pupils  has  been  opened  by  the  Welsh  Joint  Education  Committee  at  Llandrindod 
Wells . 


Details  of  Handicapped  pupils  on  the  Department's  register  on  the  31st 
December,  1950,  are  given  in  this  table.  These  numbers,  of  course,  do  not 
represent  the  total  number  of  children  likely  to  be  placed  eventually  in 
each  category.  The  total  number  that  might  be  expected  based  on  average 
figures  for  the  country  is  given  in  brackets  in  the  "Totals"  column: 
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DENTAL  SERVICES 


The  School  Dental  Services  were  performed  by  three  Assistant  Dental 
Officers  during  1950,  on  a much  depleted  scale.  One  officer,  who  had  injured 
his  hand  whilst  on  duty,  was  away  for  four  months  and  a second  officer  was 
away  for  six  months,  due  to  illness.  The  service  sustained  a further  loss 
in  December  through  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Davies,  who  had  given  loyal 
service  in  the  Department  for  31  years.  Low  salaries  which  were  offered  to 
School  Dental  Officers  throughout  the  country  prevented  the  appointment  of  a 
Senior  Dental  Officer  to  replace  Mr.  Jones  Pritchard  who  resigned  in  1949, 
and  until  new  scales  at  present  under  consideration  are  brought  into  effect, 
the  danger  of  the  School  Dental  Services  disintegrating  rapidly  is  great. 
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Many  parents  are  now  seeking  treatment  for  their  children  from 
local  dentists.  Others,  who  previously  refused  their  consent  to  treatment, 
will  probably  take  little  or  no  action  until  the  child  developes  pain. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  parents  and  members  of  the  general  public  will 
realize  the  additional  benefits  which  they  no  longer  obtain  from 
participation  in  an  efficient  and  comprehensive  School  Dental  Service  such  is 
we  were  endeavouring  to  develop  in  this  county.

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DENTAL  ROUTINE  INSPECTIONS 
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MEDICO  .AID  SURGICAL  TREATMENT 

MINOR  .AILMENTS:  A total  of  2607  Minor  Ailments  were  treated  by  Health 

Visitors  and  District  Nurses  during  the  year.  These  comprised  280  skin  complaints, 
45  eye  diseases,  115  ear  defects  and  2167  miscellaneous  defects.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  were  4902. 

'/ISUiL  DEFECTS:  A tota.1  of  780  children  were  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic 

Specialist  and  spectacles  were  prescribed  to  60w  of  then.  Another  28  received 
other  forms  of  treatment. 

In  addition,  45  minor  eye  defects  were  treated  bjr  Health  Visitors  and 
District  Nurses  at  the  various  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 

NOSE  AND  THRO  .AT:  Operative  treatment  for  Tonsils  and  adenoids  was  provided  at 

the  C ernarvon  and  Anglesey  General  Hospital  and  at  the  Llandudno  General 
Ho spital.

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CHILD  GUIDANCE  ;JJD  PSYCH I .TRIG  SERVICE 


This  service  germinated  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  when  D'~.  Dorothy 
Newell  of  the  Tavistock  Clinic  came  to  the  county  and  at  my  request,  dealt, 
with  the  many  difficult  problems  arising  among  the  evacuated  children. 

When  she  left  at  the  end  of  five  months,  the  Provisional  National  Council 
for  Mental  Health  provided  her  successor  - Miss  L.  Orr.  Four  other 
Psychiatric  Social  Workers  served  in  the  county  for  varying  periods 
between  February  1940  and  Sgpternber  1942,  and  dealt  mostly  with  evacuated 
children.  I soon  realised  that  some  of  our  own  children  who  were 
maladjusted  could  also  he  assisted. 

In  September  1942,  the  service  was  rapidly  developed  and  extended 
to  provide  for  adult  cases  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Gell,  and 
regular  clinics  were  established  at  C ernarvon,  Bangor,  Llandudno,  Pwllheli 
and  Portmadoc.  Early  in  19  43,  I secured  the  ready  co-operation  of 
Dr.  J.H .OiRoberts,  .the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  North  Wales  Hospital 
for  Mental  and  Nervous  Disorders,  Denbigh,  who  attended  the  main  child 
guidance  clinic  at  Bangor  twice  monthly.  Later  in  the  same  year,  Dr.  Rogers 
the  Educational  Advisor  to  the  University  College  of  North  Wales  became  an 
honorary  member  of  a team .which  was . later  joined  by  Dr.  Martha  Vidor,  the 
Psychologist  of  the  Hospital. 

The  growing  appreciation  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Child 
Guidance  Service  has  become  more  apparent  from  year  to  year  and.  I was 
exceedingly  sorry  when,  in  consequence  of  losing  the  services  of  Mr.  Gell 
in  September,  1948,  the  Service  had  to  be  drastically  reduced.  The 
Service  is  now  directed  by  Dr. ,E:  Simmons,  the  Consultant  Child 
Psychologist  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  a clinic  is  held  weekly 
in  Bangor.  The  peripheral  clinics  have  had  to  remain  closed  since  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Gell  because  it  proved  impossible  to  obtain  a qualified 
successor. 
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The  Mental  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council  are  very  concerned 
about  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a suitably  qualified  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  and  representations  were  made  during  the  year  to  the  University  of 
Wales  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  facilities  for  training  such  officers. 
The  reply  received  from  the  University  indicated  that  the  establishment  of 
a Chair  of  Psychiatry  would  be  favourably  considered  when  circumstances 
permitted,  inquiries  are  also  being  made  concerning  the  provision  of  training 
to  a suitable  candidate  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  restoration  of  the  Service 
to  its  full  capacity  will  not  be  long  delayed.

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INCIDENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AMONGST  .ILL  CHILDREN  BELOW 
SCHOOL  LEAVING  AGE. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis),  Dysentery  (Diarrhoea  and 
Vomiting)  and  Measles  figured  prominently  .among  the  infectious  diseases 
affecting  children  below  school  leaving  age  in  1950-  Twenty-three  cases 
of  Itifantile  Paralysis  were  notified,  of  which  21  were  Caernarvonshire 
children.  Seven  of  these  cases  were  notified  from  Deiniolen  and  another 
two  from  the  adjacent  districts  of  Llanddeiniolen  and  Penisarwaen.  With 
the  exception  of  two  children  who  were  nursed  at  home,  all  the  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  One  child  aged  two  years  died.  Fourteen  of  the 
Caernarvonshire  children  had  residual  paralysis  and  received  after-c  ire 
treatment  in  hospital  and  in  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

Representatives  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  conducted  an  inquiry  into 
the  outbreak  at  Deiniolen  and  it  is  hoped  to  perform  a polio-virus  test  of 
the  sewage  of  the  village  and  that  of  another  village,  in  the  county  to 
obtain,  if  possible,  further  information  about  the  disease. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting  also  caused  some  concern 
during  the  year  and  33  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  it. 
although  cases  were  notified  from  anil  over  the  county,  the  outbreak  was 
heaviest  in  the  Lleyn  area.  Failure  of  the  earlier  patients  to  seek  medical 
attendance  contributed  largely  to  the  failure  to  detect  the  origin-'.  1 source 
of  infection  during  an  inquiry  which  I conducted  with  the  assistance  of  my 
staff  and  tho-  local  Sanitary  Inspectors.

During  1950,  1141  children  completed  the  first  course  of  inoculations. 

Of  these  97  (8.5%)  were  under  one  year  old;  963  (84.4$.)  were  between  1 and 
5 years  of  age,  and  81  (7.09^)  between  5 and  15  years  of  age.  Boosting  doses 
were  given  to  1379  other  children.  I estimate  that  at  the  end  of  1950 
66.02^o  of  the  child  population  (under  15  years)  of  Caernarvonshire  are  fully 
protected  and  that  59«76^>  of  children  under  five  years  old  are  similarly 
protected. 
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Since  the  5th  July,  1948,  when  the  N itional  Health  Service  Act  came  into 
force,  general  practitioners  in  the  county  have  participated  in  the  Council's 
scheme  for  immunisation  against  Diptheria,  and  they  are  paid  a fee  for  each 
completed  record  of  inoculation  which  they  send  to  my  Department.  The 
bulk  of  the  inoculations,  however,  were  given  by  the  assistant  School 
Medical  Officers  at  Schools  and  Clinics  and  they  immunised  958  of  the  total 
cf  1141  children  who  were  protected  during  the  year.  Tnis  service  was 
suspended  for  a period  of  three  months  during  1950  because  of  the  outbreak 
of  Poliomyelitis,  although  there  is  no  conclusive  evidence  that,  immunisation 
is  even  remotely  connected  with  Poliomyelitis,  it  is  probable  that  trauma  to 
a muscle  such  as  the  prick  of  a needle  and  introduction  of  a foreign  fluid 
renders  the  muscle  more  susceptible  to  paralysis  if  the  child  suffers  from 
Poliomyelitis.

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MILK  IN  SCHOOLS  SCHEME . 


Tho  provision  of  free  milk  to  schoolchildren  in  Caernarvonshire  dates 
back  to  1932,  when  I originally  recommended  it  to  the  Committee,  and  free  milk 
wa->  provided  to  necessitous  children  by  some  of  the  voluntary  associations. 

The  official  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  was  not  introduced  until  1934  when  various 
types  of  graded  mil^s  became  available  for  bout  12,000  children. 

The  children  received  the  best  possible  and  safest  supply  of  milk  and  only 
Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  Milk  in  one-third  pint  containers  were 
approved  where  such  supplies  were  available.  If  these  milks  have  not  been 
available,  ordinary  milk  has  been  supplied  and  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  requested  to  make  quarterly  clinical  examinations  of 
the  herds  concerned.  Instructions  are  also  given  that  ordinary  milk  must  be 
pasteurised  at  the  schools  before  it  is  given  to  the  children. 

Strict  supervision  of  all  sources  of  supplies  has  been  maintained  to  ensure 
the  cleanliness  and  safety  of  the  milk.  An  unfortunate  consequence  of  changing 
conditions  due  to  the  war,  however,  has  been  the  increasing  reluctance  of 
suppliers  to  supply  milk  in  one-third  pint  containers  and  in  a few  instances 
their  insistence  on  supplying  the  milk  in  bulk  has  had  to  be  accepted  because 
of  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  alternative  supplies.  Suppliers  have  now 
become  much  more  reluctant  to  supply  milk  to  schools  mainly  because  of  high 
production  costs  and  the  cost  of  providing  one-third  pint  containers  plus  the 
additional  cost  of  labour  to  wash  these  containers. 

at  trie  end  of  the  year  170  schools  were  supplied  from  35  different  sources 
with  approximately  13278  (S3«7/o)  children  partaking.  The  various  types  of 
milks  supplied  during  the  year  were:  Tuberculin  Tested  - 11;  P-stoorised  - 13° 

Ungraded  - 18;  Dried  Milk  - 2. 

Visits  of  inspection  to  the  farms  supplying  milk  to  schools  and  sampling 
of  the  milk  itself  had  to  be  partially  suspended  during  most  of  1950  because 
the  County  Milk  Officer  was  not  replaced  by  the  County  Health  Officer  until 
December.  Regular  inspections  and  sampling  were  then  resumed  and  have  been 
continued  subsequently. 


SCHOOL  MEALS. 

The  number  of  schools  or  departments  at  which  school  meals  were  provided 
during  the  year  was  160  and  these  were  supplied  from  146  kitchens,  with 
approximately  11,289  children  partaking. 

The  quality  of  the  meals  provided  was  satisfactory  despite  the  fact  that 
the  staff  in  several  of  the  kitchens  had  to  work  under  difficult  conditions 
because  of  the  shortage  of  suitable  accommodation. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  new  County  Health  Officer  will  be  to  advise  the 
School  Meals  Organiser  on  the  production  and  storage  of  safe  food  in  school 
canteens.  Lectures  by  him  will  also  be  given  to  the  Canteen  Staff.  Canteens 
which  attain  the  required  standard  will  be  admitted  to  membership  of  the 
Caernarvonshire  Clean  Food  Association. 

OPEN  alR  EDUCATION. 

There  are  no  residential  Open  Air  Schools  in  the  county.  Cases  in 
need  of  open  air  schooling  are  admitted  to  Penhesgyn  and  to  special 
residential  schools  elsewhere.
